THR ONE-TERM PRINCIPLE. 
Mr. CONKLING called.up the. resolution intro- 
duced by Mr. SUMNER, proposing a constitution- 
‘gPamendment to limit’ service as President of 
‘the United States. to, a single term... avd yro- 
ceeded to submit some remarks thereon. 

He spoke as follows: 

Mr. PRESIDENT: We have entered an era nf re~ 
form—a change has been made in the civil sér- 
‘vid. It will, I trust, bé real and usefal. Ts wit 
be vain if it. does: not cure.the chef. eviia itis 
meant to remedy. Place-hunting is ‘one: of the 
‘great industries of the nation—it is. almost a 
‘Mania. Public employment is set above private 
eccupation, and this, th8ugh for the honest and 
the competent, public employment 38 the poor- 
est. field of American, exertion. ; Public agente 
and‘representatives have been hindered in their 
duties, and their time taxed, by applicants for 
fot office. . In this way their, usefulness has been 
impaired, and they have been much beli€éd, too, 
by those who cannot understand that aby manor 
anything is honest, and who feel robbed whenever 
ap/appointment is made without, in ‘somé way, 
paying tolfto them. The President has been 
made the, object .of grogs assault: because he 
would ‘not yield: to demands sometimes sordid 
and ‘vil, touching ‘< patronage ;” and the purest 
Public administrator has been. exposed to sus- 
picion of abusing the appointing power for pér- 
soval ends, “These évils, among others, have
